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TITLE 470 DIVISION OF FAMILY AND CHILDREN

Under IC 4-22-2-23, the Division of Family and Children intends to adopt a rule concerning the following:

OVERVIEW: This rule will amend and update existing provisions of 470 IAC 3.1 to clarify and revise the language of the rule
to comply with changes in the federal regulations (34 CFR 303). Specifically, the amendments will: (1) revise the definition of
“parent”, (2) revise the due process procedures for violations of federal and state laws, regulations, and rules, and (3) revise the due
process hearings for resolving individual child complaints. Technical changes will also be made to the existing rule. This rule
originally established a comprehensive system of early intervention services for eligible infants and toddlers with disabilities and
their families. Statutory authority: IC 12-8-8-4; IC 12-13-2-3; IC 12-13-5-3; IC 12-17-15-17.
